The nineteenth century has been 
preeminently an era of progress and 
growth. In nothing is this fact 

more marked than in the marvelous 

development of education and the 
change, which our theories upon 
that Subject have undergone. 

To-day, as never in the past, the 
demand upon education is for sy in 
metrical men. We have learned 
that man is a threefold being. Ib- 
is withal an unit, and nowadays, Ir 

his education is not a drawing forth 
of the whole man, a harmonious 

development of all bis powers, it is 

in DO sense a liberal education. 
The liberally educated man Is from 
the very purpose of (ho expression, 
the free man, free to enter into the 
most abundant life, pin 
mental and spiritual life of the 
highest importance, and of the 

highest happiness. He is in short, 
the man, who knows and li\es life 
in Its entirely. 

Now, how is this conception to 
be realised f The provision for 
the physical develop nent is fur- 
nished with little difficulty, but the 
question that is agitating the 
educational world is this : What 

studies furnish the highest mental 
development, the freest intellectual 

vision ; what most aid a man in be- 
coming, in the words of larlyle, 
" responsive and ssuceptible lo 
truth and nobleness, with a sense 
to discern and a heart to love and 

reverence all beauty, order, good- 
ness, wheresoever or in whatsoever 
forms and accompaniments they 

are to be so. n." 

Among such studies we do not 
hesitate to impart e, an im- 

portant place for language is the 
nucleus about which all othct 
knowledge has its headway. The 
American student having learned 
I he perfect use of his mother lan- 
guage has acquired taste, judgment 
and expression, and a powerful 
ally iii mastering any other branch 
Of learning to which he may lean. 

Even language is the pass word 
into the great realm of literature 
Matthew Arnold says, " the 

aim of culture is to know ourselves 
and the world," and if " we have 
as a means to this culture, to know 
the best that has been thought and 
said -in the world," then it is to 
Enulish Literature that we must 
turn. Here we find in the greatest 
abundance, the richest and most 
varied productions of human 
thought. Wide as are human in- 
terests, deep as are human passions 
and yeaiinus, all find expr 
in m melons beauty and power, in 

the magnificent literature of the 
English language. At home in 
this domain, certainly the student 
is well advanced In the culture 

that comes from knowing the best 
that Mas been thought and said in 
the world. 

It is. however, frequently 

that "'it 1 does not really know his 
own until he has studied some 
other language, and the aid in the 
command of the English language, 
and the valuable menial acqu 
tion that the Study of foreign lan- 
guages given, are truly undeniable. 
Moreover the end of this training 
on the ability lo appreciate the 
treasures of thought and knowledge 
among other people removes pre 

judioe and enhances the sympathies, 

hence extending the Intellectual 
horizon, and making a man cer- 
tainly liberal. 

But as the study of French 
Gorman is to be recognised as in- 
dispensable in our modern life. 
then is a strong tendency to day to- 
wards laying the ancient langu; 
aside. It ini true lhal the pedant 
dwelling in the glories of the pas! 
and oblivious to the great actual 
present, will never be considered 
liberally educated, but let us con- 
sider well before w aide I he 
refining, beautifying Influence of 

the ancient classics. The grand 

and beautiful literature of Greece 

and Rome are not dead They 
live in the words by which v\e niter 
our every thought : they live in 
in r> it literary production 

of modern time ; they live in the 
wealth of allusion to their st. 
and land ; they live in their sweet, 
ennobling Influence npon the world 
to-day, and not until m< to 

feel the need of beauty, can that 

Influence be lost. Was he entirely 

Wrong who said that he win 

to be educated in the modern, while 



he despises I he ancient as dead and 
gone, is saved fiom mortification 
Only by his ignorance of that which 
he affects to depit 

lie who truly studies "the best 
that has been thought and said in 
the world," will become familiar 
with history. He will learn lo 
Hie " eternal purpose that 
through the ages runs." will be In- 
structed by the experiences of men 
of other lands and times and will 
receive that unconscious culture 
with which the knowledge of his- 
tory invariably marks a man. 

These studies nuisi also appeal 
to a certain extent to that supreme 
power of man, the imagination. 

But in nothing has this power re- 
ceived higher expression than in 
the works of Grecian art, and per- 
haps nothing so educates the 
aesthetic faculty as the remains of 

the most beautiful produc- 
tions of the human mind. Planted 
in every man is the instinct ol 
beauty, Alas, that in the 1'nited 
States, our practical rushing 
United States, we have so negl 
this instinct, this power that creates 
the world, and lo which the world 
belongs, " whatever educates the 
tastes ami feelings, whatever 
ministers lo our love of beauty, be 
it poetry, painting, sculpture, or 
song, lei that receive our attention 
al any cost for " beamy says 
Goethe, "is greater than the good," 
because adds Lowell " it Includes 
the good, is the good made perfect." 
With these influences must. of 
course, be taken those which es- 
pecially leach men how to meet the 
problem of modern life, which 

them, to US i&tmon ex-

men ot This edn. 

and indeed, no other can come 
wholly from other books, yet there 
that help meet this 
need, and among these is of greatei 
value according lo many of our best 
educators, than Political Economy 
Among Hie advocates of this, the 
so-called practical school, no 
study has received upon gi-ner.il 
acceptance than the pin 
sciences, and certainly none has 
hud a more powerful influence up- 
on our conception of a liberal edu 
cation The gateway to the field 
of science is the study of mathe 
inatics, but the amount of this 
study indispensably necessary for 
the ordinary student is a mailer of 
much discussion. • 

Of all the benefits derived from 

the study of the scielle, 
mention only one, that is the spirit 
ami method they enforce. Com- 
paratively few men can master 

even one branch of this vasl sub 

jeei, but he who has acquired Hie 
scientific habit, has gained a power 
that is priceless in any walk of life 
He has learned far better than 
Others the invaluable lesson of ob- 
serving and of connecting his ob- 
servations. Perhaps it was this 
that gave Professor Drummond Hit 
reason for saying the scientist wor- 
ship than the ordi- 

nary Christian. Certainly to the 
scientist is given a " familiar gi 
of things divine;" to him every |

God— let him call the powei by 
what he will drawing him nearer 
that which he was destined to be- 
conic nothing less than a partaker 
of the beauty and perfection of the 
divine nature thus revealed.

From Pittsburg comes the news 
of a compete change in the pei' 
sonel of the Board of Trust ei 
the Pennsylvania Society for the 
Advancement of the Deaf. In 
•ther words, a new Hoard of Trus- 
tees has been appointed to wrestle 
wilh that difficult problem — the 
Home project. Il will doubtless be 
a surprise to some and a disappoint- 
ment to others, while to the rest it 
will appeal as an Inevitable step, 
which was to be expected when no 
results were forthcoming for so long 
a time. 

The old Board— Dr A. L. F 
Crouter, Rev. .1. M Koehler, and 
Mr. S. C Davidson— did what 
any other Hoard would have dime. 

Being all gentlemen of high cul- 
ture, they were highly tilted for 
the important work that the Society 
intrusted to them, and there is no 
doubt that they gave it their very 
best thought and judgment. They 
would not be swayed by popular 

clamor. Their work was as faith 
fill, conscientious, conservative, 
and honorable as it ought lo have 
been. Then when Ihey could go 
no farther, or when their only plan 
received little approval by the deaf, 
they yielded up the ghost of office 
in favor of youngei and more vlg 
orous manhood. Thus their re- 
quest to be relieved was heeded, 
and the following new Hoard ehos- 
sen: Messrs. P. W. Booth, R. M 
Ziegler, and .1. Add. Mellvaine. Jr. 

The question of whether the 

change was a wise one does not 
seem easy lo answer. The Trus- 
tees are elected annually by the 
Hoard of Managers of the Society 

and, even if the members had not 

ited, it had a right to make the 
change. The question then nar 
rows down to the point of whcthei 
the Hoard acted wisely in allowing 

tin- change. 

We would let future results an 

swer the question. We may :-a\ 
!iow.\.i-, that, while we did 

such a " sweeping" 

change, it is nothing more than 
what is commonly practised in our 
republican institutions at every 
change of administration. It might 
be good policy 10 retain at least oni 
member of the old Board 0.1 the 
new, so 1 hat it may profit by the tin 
broken thread of experience, inn i; 
is not absolutely necessary. Tin 
new Hoard is just as worthy of oim 

confidence as the old one from an 
individual standpoint ; at least, w. 
can afford to give it a fair trial 
Then, to.i, the Board of Managers, 
which appnnted it, is as earnest a 
holy of men as that which appoint- 
ed the previous Trusties. For these 
and other reasons, wo may well 
suspend judgment on the Managers 
and calmly await results. 

Ii has just occurred to us that, 
perhaps, after all, the mistaV 
the past has 'icon lo select as Trus- 
tees men who had not the time to 
give the work Iho attention that il 
requii 

John P. Walker, Esq., who has 
for several years past seved the 

v as Treasurer of the Hoi. <• 
Fund, also desires to be relieved of 
the trust, and is an instance of what 
we have remarked above. II, 
writes us:— " 1 note that there 
has been an entire change in the 
Board of Trustees of the Penn- 
sylvania Association, and as 1 un 
now a non -readout of Pennsylvania 
and have not Ihe lime that I should 
have to devote to Iho interest of the 
fund, I have also asked to bo re 
lieved of the Troasuryship. The 
three new Trustees are all gentle- 
men sincerely interested and with 
sufficient time to devolo to the 
work, anv 1 Irtisl the now Trea- 
surer-may he of a piece with them." 
Mr. Walker's wish, like that of the 
old Trustees, will bo respected also, 
and his successor will most likely 
bo Mr F. W. Booth.
